The Louisiana Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
convened in its Sixty-third Session, Wednesday, December 9, 1908, in the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, South, in Leesville, Louisiana, Bishop Seth Ward in the 
chair.

Whereas, a joint commission has been appointed to frame a policy for mission 
work on the Gulf Coast, which embraces the City of New Orleans, and 

Whereas, the Joint Commission have taken action looking to the strengthen- 
ing of our churches in the City and establishing a great mission below Canal 
Street, therefore 

Resolved, that we, the Board of Missions and members of the Louisiana Con- 
ference express our appreciation of the interest and action of the General Boards 
and pledge our co-operaticn in every way to aid in this much needed forward 
movement.

Smith & Lamar, the Publishing Agents of the Church, your decision as to their 
interest in the New Orleans Depository building. Your communication was 
by them submitted to the Book Committee at their annual meeting. Express- 
ing their appreciation of your action, the Book Committee waive the right to 
open a Depository in the New Orleans Depository building for a period of five 
years; but do net wish to close permanently the opening, which may at a 
future time become very important.

W. W. Holmes read the report of the Bible Society Board. 

Rev. Glenn Flynn addressed the Conference, and on motion the report was 
adopted as follows: 

“To the President and Members of the Louisiana Annual Conference — 
Dear Brethren: We, your Committee on Bible Cause, are pleased to note that the 
American Bible Society has closed another year of successful endeavor in its work 
of Bible distribution throughout the world, and especially are we pleased to 
note its establishment in the homeland of agencies similar to those already 
established in the foreign fields, and its plans for larger work on our own 
shores. The Rev. Glenn Flynn, Secretary of the Southwestern Agency, re- 
ports that he has been employing six native workers among the Bohemians, 
Mexicans, Indians, Italians and French of his territory, and that these men 
have distributed over seven hundred copies or parts of the Bible mainly in 
ten different languages. We regret to learn, however, that there was a 
decrease last year in the receipts of the Society from legacies of over one 
hundred thousand dollars, and this year up to date, there has been a decrease 
of over eighteen thousand dollars in its general receipts. 

The offer of Mrs. Russell Sage to give the Society $500,000 on the en- 
dowment fund on condition that it raise a like amount by the 31st of December, 
1908, seems to us providential, and we would urge all our pastors to co-operate 
with the Secretary of the Society in raising its part of this amount. 

The collections from our Conference last year were only $226, and this 
year $272. This small collection is, no doubt, largely due to the haphazard way 
in which it is gotten. Your Committee recommend that every preacher be 
urged to present this great cause to his people at least once a year. 

We further recommend that this Conference assume as an annual assess- 
ment for the work an amount equal to two cents per member, this amount to 
be apportioned to the several districts as follows: Alexandria, $90; Arcadia, 

$90; Baton Rouge, $92; Crowley, $94; Monroe, $75, New Orleans, $110; 
Shreveport, $100. Total, $651.

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John A. Rice read the report of the Committee on Prison Reform: 

To the Bishop and Members of the Louisiana Conference — Brethren: Your 
Committee on Prison reform beg leave to report as follows: There are fifty- 
nine parishes in the State of Louisiana, and after communicating with every 
sheriff with a view to obtaining data for your body, we have received only 
fifty-one replies, showing the following condition of affairs in the various jails 
and the penitentiary: There are now confined in the parish jails in this ‘State 

indigent insane, 86; boys under twenty-one years of age awaiting trial or serving 
minor sentences, 67; men over twenty one- years of age awaiting trial or serv- 
ing minor sentences, 1,023; confined in the parish jails women serving minor 
sentences or awaiting trial, 115; making a total of inmates in parish jails, 
1291. There are now confined in the State penitentiary, about 1800 men, 60 
women and 25 boys, making a total of inmates in the penitentiary of 1885, 
and a grand total of prisoners in the State of 3,176. Eighteen . parishes are 
not included in this statement, which would bring the total up to 3,676. 

The condition of the various jails from a sanitary standpoint, as a rule, 
is very bad. There are practically no bathing facilities for the prisoners. 
The insane and prisoners, both men and boys, are kept in the same cells with no 
extra care. 

With the exception of the Penitentiary and one or two parish jails, little 
interest is taken in either the morals or the physical condition of the inmates. 
Reading matter and religious services are the exception and not the rule. 
The jails have no provision as a rule for religious services, such services being 
held in earshot of confusion and profanity, and quiet devotion is impossible. 

The march of progress seems to have paused at our prison doors. Punish- 
ment is still regarded as vindictive rather than puritive. 

We recommend that: First, The Sunday nearest to the third Sunday in 
October that may be available be set apart in each congregation, and that 
sermons be r reached as widely as possible in all our charges on that day and 
that a collection be "aken for the work. 

Second — The preachers visit the prisoners and hold services for them when- 
ever practicable. 

Third — That J. L. Sutton, Secretary of the Louisiana Prison Reform Asso- 
ciation, be requested to visit prisoners as our representative in the gospeL 

Fourth — That J. L. Sutton be appointed Superintendent of the Protestant 
Orphan Boys’ Home, in New Orleans, and that H. S. Johns be appointed Chaplain 
to the State Penitentiary.

W. W. Drake presented the report of the Committee on Church Publications, 
which was adopted as follows: 

In this age of printing and reading of newspapers, magazines and books, no 
institution can dispense with the intelligent and effective use of printer’s ink 
in forwarding its interests. Literature, technical and otherwise, has become an 
indispensable department of every enterprise. The Church has by no means 
failed to recognize and make provision for this need in its application to the 
various branches of her one great work in extending the kingdom of God among 
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men. Our great publishing interests, sending forth great quantities of books 
and periodicals, are evidence of the purpose of the Church to keep her mem- 
bership in intelligent touch with the various phases and departments of her work 
to furnish the means of education to her people in the study of God’s Word, 
in the understanding of practical, present-day problems, and in methods of 
service, as well as to furnish the best literature, to take the place of the 
worthless and even vile publications which are within such easy reach upon 
every news stand. 

The weak point in our whole relation to this matter is in the practical dis- 
tribution of the literature, prepared and published to meet the demand. Under 
the present system the pastor, burdened with manifold responsibilities, is the 
only practical medium between the publishing department of the Church and 
the people who need its help. While none can realize more forcibly than he 
the fact that Church loyalty, intelligent piety and missionary zeal are often 
eclipsed for want of the instruction and inspiration furnished by the literature 
of the Church, he is too often led by opportunity, and, as a consequence, his 
“people are destroyed for lack of knowledge.” Thus our publishing department 
is failing to accomplish all the valuable work for which it is planned, and 
large numbers of our people are uninterested and inefficient in the work, because 
we fail to get our literature in touch with their need. 

The statement of the Publishing House, covering the year 1907, shows a 
healthy gain in the profits cf the business, both of Nashville and of Dallas. 

It is gratifying to note that while our other periodicals maintained their 
circulation, that of the “Quarterly Review” showed substantial gains. The 
quality of the “Review” has never been better than under its present manage- 
ment, and, considering its high character, the gain in its circulation is an 
especially encouraging indication. 

The “Nashville Christian Advocate” and the “Epworth Era” are both edited 
with signal ability and rank w r ith the best journals of their class in the coun- 
try. 

Our Sunday School literature, which has been enriched by the addition of 
the “Adult Student” and “The Primary Teacher,” is not surpassed by the 
publications of any denomination, and should be used in all our schools. 

The “New Orleans Christian Advocate” has encountered financial difficulties 
during the year, growing out of financial conditions. The subscription list is 
somewhat reduced from last year, owing to the enforcement of the recent postal 
regulations requiring the cutting off of delinquent subscribers, but the financial 
returns are about as good as those of the previous year. 

In the re-election of Dr. Boswell for the coming year, we are sure of the 
faithful and efficient service that he. has always rendered. 

We would remind the Conference that the preachers are the only agents on 
whom the “Advocate” can depend for its extension of usefulness, and the only 
hope of improving the quality of the paper and commanding the talent that 
will add to its usefulness, is in the substantial increase of its curculation. The 
whole future of the paper depends on the fidelity with which the preachers 
look after its interests. We urge our pastors to secure clubs at once on the 
liberal terms offered by our publishers, and especially that they secure the re- 
newal of those clubs already sent in by themsleves or their predecessors. 

The Publishing Committee has called our attention to the fact that their 
charter requires the Chairman of the Committee to be a resident of New 
Orleans, and .requested us to appoint a New Orleans layman on the Committee 
in order to comply with this provision. Instead of complying with this request, 
we recommend the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the Publishing Committee of the “New Orleans Christian 
Advocate” be requested to amend their charter so as not to require the Chair- 
man to be a resident of New Orleans. 

We also recommend the following: 

Resolved, That the Board of Trustees of the New Orleans Depository be 
and they are hereby requested, as early as possible, to repair and fit up the 
editorial and business offices of the “Advocate,” at a cost of not more than 
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one hundred dollars, so as to make them suitable for the purposes for which 
they are intended. 

We recommend the appointment of the same members of the Publishing 
Committee from this Conference, viz., N. E. Joyner, J. M. Henry and W. W. 
Drake. W. WTNANS DRAKE, Chairman. 

H. Whitehead addressed the Conference on the “New Orleans Christian 
Advocate.” 

Report No. 3 of the Committee on Conference Relations was submitted by 
P. M. Brown. 

It was moved by S. S. Keener to adopt that part of the Report relating to 
superannuates. The motion prevailed. 

On motion of Briscoe Carter the names recommended for supernumerary 
relation were voted upon, one by one. 

The report was adopted, answering Questions 17 and 18, as follows: 

Question 17 — Who are supernumerary? 

J. T. Sawyer, E. N. Evans, T. M. Wafer and J. R. Roy, having been recom- 
mended by the Committee on Conference Relations, were granted a Supernu- 
merary relation. 

Question 18 — W T ho are superannuated? 

George Jackson, R. S. Trippett, J. M. Johnston, J. F. Wynn, F. G. Hocutt, 
M. G. Jenkins, W. J. Porter, J. A. Miller, T. J. Upton, J. H. Brown, N. S. Cor- 
nell. J. L. P. Sheppard, S. H. Whatley, C. W. Carter, R. J. Harp, R. S. Isbell 
and H. Armstrong, having been recommended by the Committee on Conference 
Relations, were granted a Superannuate relation by vote of the Conference. 

Question 45 — Where shall the next session of the Conference be held? — was 
called. 

Alexandria, Homer, Mansfield and Kentwood were put in nomination. 

A motion was made that Alexandria be unanimously chosen. The motion 
prevailed, and Alexandria became the choice of the Conference for its next 
meeting place. 

The following resolution presented by J. D. Harper was passed: 

Resolved, That we request Dr. C. W. Carter to furnish a copy of his ser- 
mon preached last night in this churchy for publication in the “New Orleans 
Christian Advocate,” and that we request* the “Advocate” to publish same.

R. O. Wier moved that we adjourn to meet at 7 p.m. The motion was lost 
H. B. Carre read the report of the Sunday School Board, which was 
adopted as follows: 

Dear Brethren: In submitting our annual report we would call attention to 
the statistics of the Sunday School Editor, which show an increase throughout 
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the entire Church for the year just closed of 2517 teachers and officers, as 
against 1482 for the previous year. The gain in pupils, however, has not been 
correspondingly large, the gain for last year being 43,000, while the gain for 
the year now closing is 43,121. 

We regret to be compelled to report that the Children’s Day collection for 
this year is not equal to that of last year, and recommend more general ob- 
servance pf Children’s Day, especially in view of the importance of the Chair 
of Religious Pedagogy and Sunday Schools in Vanderbilt University, which 
it is hoped to make possible through the Children’s Day collections. We- have 
appointed Rev. H. R. Singleton to have especial charge of this Children’s Day 
observance. 

We are pleased to commend our General Sunday School Board for its fore- 
sight and enterprise in sending Dr. and Mrs. Hamil to the Orient. 

Since the future improvement of our Sunday Schools is dependent upon 
a better teaching force, we urge our pastors to establish Teacher Training 
Classes -wherever possible. W 7 e are of opinion that in many instances the 
pastor himself will have to do this work. While this may be an exacting task 
for men already heavily burdened, it is probable that no work will bring larger 
returns. 

Your Board is highly pleased with the work of the Louisiana Sunday School 
Association. It is bringing new life into the Sunday Schools of the State. 
The representatives of the Association are endeavoring to organize every parish 
in the State by March next. They purpose holding parish institutes wherever 
possible, and a notable State Convention in Jennings in March. It is of the 
utmost importance that our pastors urge upon their Sunday School officers and 
teachers attendance upon these meetings. 

We recommend the appropriation to the Louisiana Sunday School Asso- 
ciation of $400 of our surplus for the holding of Sunday School Institutes at 
each of our District Conferences. 

Your Board is desirous of seeing introduced into each of our schools, col- 
leges and universities courses in Sunday School methods and practice, and 
recommend to the General Board that this matter be taken up.

P. O. Lowrey submitted the report of the Board of Church Extension, which 
was adopted as follows: 

The Conference will be pleased to note that our collections for Church 
Extension for the year are $232 in excess of last year, the total receipts through 
the Auditing Board being $2,279. The General Board likewise reports an excess 
over any previous year of $12,798.40, the Treasurer’s books showing a total in- 
come from all sources for the year of $215,798.68. 

The loan fund being one cf the great needs of the larger church building 
enterprises, we regret that our Conference responded so poorly to the Secre- 
tary’s urgent and persistent call this year for observance of Loan Fund Day 
by the different pastoral charges, and we trust that in every practical way our 
Conference may do its share in increasing this fund. 

We commend the efforts of our General Secretary, who is thoroughly alive 
to every phase of our church building work, to raise an Oklahoma Special 
through birthday offerings in the Sunday Schools. Savings jars will be fur- 
nished by Dr. McMurry to any Superintendent or Pastor just for the asking. 

We continue to commend the thoroughly sensible savings department, 
whereby a congregation can deposit its funds for church building purposes from 
time to time until able to build a house suitable to its needs. The General 
Board pays four per cent interest on funds thus deposited. 

We again commend the plan of our Church Extension Board to lead in 
the move to build a representative church for our denomination in Washington, 
D. C. Let our people aid the enterprise in any way practicable. 

As a move to further the interests of building more, as well as better, 
church buildings for our people we commend to our pastors and presiding 
eiders the importance of City and District Church Extension Societies wherever 
practical. 

To meet a call from Dr. McMurry for a meeting in the near future of repre- 
sentatives of the several Conference Boards, we have elected Rev. J. M. Henry 
and Rev. H. W. Bowman to represent our Conference Board. 

Brother W. G. Wadley, our faithful and efficient Treasurer for some fourteen, 
years, is leaving the State, and in common with other interests of our Louisiana 
Methodism, we very much regret our loss as a Church Extension Board, but 
are pleased to find a splendid successor in Brother N. R. Grigsby, of Minden, 
whom we have elected Treasurer of the Board to succeed Brother Wadley, 
resigned.

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R. H. Wynn submitted the reportof the Board of Education, which was 

adopted as follows: 

We have received no communications from the General Board during the 
session of the Conference, nor has any secretary or other representa- 
tive visited us in person. 

We are glad to note, by reference to the Annual, that there has been a 
notable increase in the resources for educational extension, enabling the Board 
to enlarge its work in the West, in the mountain districts of the South and among 
the colored people. 

We have received no communication from the Correspondence School, but 
we have noted the valuable work which it is accomplishing, and recommend 
that all the Conference undergraduates avail themselves of its assistance. 

CENTENARY COLLEGE. 

Reports from P. M. Welch, President of the Board of Trustees of Centenary 
College in Shreveport, and W. L. Weber, President of said College, advise us 
that the dorrs of the institution were opened to students September 15, 1908, 
and that, notwithstanding the acute financial stringency, the patronage has been 
encouraging from the beginning. Seventy-five have applied for admission and 
sixty-nine have been enrolled. All the existing dormitory accommodations are 
being utilized. The attendance is from all sections of the State, showing the 
interest to be more than local. 

Five of the students are young preachers, and fourteen are classified as 
‘preachers and preachers’ sons” receiving free tuition. 

For the frst session only four professors have been engaged, there being 
no classes higher than Sophmore. Three preparatory classes and the Freshman 
and Sophmore classes are fully organized. The faculty are experienced 
and able. 

The religious rendition of the school is hopeful. The work of the Y. M. 
C. A. is being pushed. 

The outlook is bright and success seems assured. 

The President and the Legal Conference has delivered to the Board of 
Trustees notes and securities aggregating about $8,500. The College building 
has been equipped for the use of natural gas for lighting and heating, and ex- 
cellent water for drinking bath and sewerage purposes is abundantly supplied 
from a deep bored well, completely encased with standard four-inch casing, set 
in cement top, thus preventing the possibility of contamination from surface 
or side-water. The supply to the building direct is from a five thousand-gallon 
galvanized iron tank, set on a forty-foot steel tower, thus supplying each floor 
of the building, and securing convenience and sanitation throughout. 

At least one additional professor will be needed next session and enlarged 
accommodations for students. 

A steady increase of financial resources will be needed during the years 
to come. We rejoice in the strength thus far achieved, and hope for ever-increas- 
ing solidity and strength. 

MANSFIELD FEMALE COLLEGE. 

A report from the President of this institution shows the enrollment of stu- 
dents for the Conference year to have been 172, and the enrollment for the pres- 
ent session to be 104. On the opening day there was an increase in enrollment 
in boarding department of 60 per cent, and 25 more boarding students now than 
were enrolled during the whole of last session. This is good evidence of the 
growing popularity of the school, especially when financial conditions are con- 
sidered. 

In the literary department there are five instructors, in the primary depart- 
ment two, and in special departments four. 

The work being done is exceedingly gratifying. 

The religious conditions are noteworthy. Seventy-five per cent, of the stu- 
dents are church members; fifty per cent, testify to definite religious expen enoc, 
and the Christian spirit prevails. 
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The College is now involved in a serious indebtedness of $15,000, part of 
which is the balance of debt for annex, part for other necessary improvements, 
and part being money borrowed to settle with the former lessees of the College 
for pianos and furniture purchased from them. 

Last session the school did not pay its running expenses, and money is due 
the teachers. Some of the outstanding obligations are pressing, and the Col- 
lege is in danger. Even more money is needed for important repairs on the 
building. 

We are glad to report that the College will pay its own running expenses 
this session. We have a splendid plant and a great opportunity for a great insti- 
tution, if only the debt can be liquidated. 

A subscription for $1,200 approximately was secured at the* Educational An- 
niversary, the same to be paid when the entire debt is raised. We recommend 
that the Board of Trustees authorize an issue of bonds sufficient to cover this 
indebtedness, and that the subscription which has been begun be pushed to 
provide a sinking fund to take up these bonds when due. 

We recommend that hereafter the entire amount apportioned to Mansfield 
by this Board be directed to this debt, and we urge the preachers to collect the 
full amount assessed for Conference education. 

We have received the report of W. L. Weber, Commissioner of Education, 
and are gratified with the fact that he has earnestly and diligently magnified his 
office. 

In view of the need of a forward movement in Christian education, of imme- 
diate preparation for a great campaign in our Conference that cannot be post- 
poned, and in view of immediately pressing needs, we recommend that the 
Bishop be requested to appoint Rev. Briscoe Carter Commissioner of Educa- 
tion, to give his time to this work. 

We recommend the appointment of J. A. Rice as Conference Secretary of 
Education. 

We regret that the assessment for education was not quite half paid. 
We recommend that of the $2,161.36 in the treasury, $1,600 be appropriated to 
Centenary College in accordance with contract, and $561.36 be appropriated 
to Mansfield. 

We recommend that the president of the Legal Conference be instructed 
to legally transfer the property in Jackson, La., to th Board of Trustees of 
Centenary College, in Shreveport, and that said Board of Trustees be instructed 
to take possession of what remains of the College library and paraphernalia. 

The committee appointed to consider the advisability of organizing a cor- 
related school system in Louisiana did not meet, as it did not seem practicable 
to undertake anything of the kind at present. 

Our attention has been called to the school for negroes in Homer, La., 
property of the Colored Methodist Episcopal Church. We request the presid- 
ing elder and the preacher-in-charge of Homer Station to make careful inquiry 
into the character and aims of this school, and in case of their approval, we 
recommend that the General Board grant the school assistance for its indus- 
trial work. 

We recommend that the Bishop be requested to appoint Thomas Carter 
and Henry Beach Carre professors in Vanderbilt University. 

We make the following nominations for the Board of Trustees of Mans- 
field Female College: 

Clerical — K. W. Dodson, J. B. Williams, N. E. Joyner, R. H. Wynn, Briscoe 
Carter, W. W T . Drake and S. S. Keener. 

Lay — C. B. Hicks, L. A. Cowley, II. T. Liverman, J. C. Joyner, C. M.

The report of the Epworth League Board was submitted by M. C. Holt and 
adopted as follows: 

Dear Brethren: W T e are gratified that the report of the General Secretary 

shows progress along all lines, and most heartily commend the work. 

We note that many Leagues in our State are doing splendid work, and we 
urge the pastors to organize Leagues wherever practicable. 

The editor of the New Orleans Christian Advocate has requested reports 
from the various Leagues, and we recommend that items of interest he sent to 
him. 

We rejoice that the Seashore Assembly for Christian Workers has proved 
to be such a success, and we request our pastors to urge their young people 
to attend. 

We heartily commend the plan of holding joint institutes throughout the 
State, and urge the co-operation cf pastors, presiding elders and young people 
throughout the State. We have appointed P. O. Lowrey as our representative 
to help arrange these institutes.

The report of the Committee on Temperance was read by R. W. Vaughan, 
and was adopted as follows: 

The great cause of temperance has continued to make steady gains; the 
forces of prohibition are still achieving glorious victories; the past year has 
witnessed the largest gains ever known in temperance warfare. Five great 
commonwealths have either entered upon their prohibition career or have ex- 
pressed their determination to do so. Four other Southern states are about 
to write prohibition upon their statute books. The cause of submission won in 
the great State of Texas, and the people are soon to vote on the prohibition 
ouestion, with every assurance of victory. The people of Arkansas ordered 
their legislature to pass a strict prohibition law; Florida will soon vote upon 
the prohibition question and almost 'beyond doubt will drive the liquor traffic 
from her shores. The saloon is being eradicated from our beloved land at 
the rate of thirty saloons a day, and with every reason to believe that this 
rate cf elimination will increase. The North, the South, the East and the West 
acknowledge that the livest question of the day is the prohibition question, in 
suite of the efforts of scheming politicians to divert the minds of the people. 
“Nation-wide prohibition,” is the battle-cry on American soil that is surely awak- 
ing the masses to battle royal. 

With Mississippi, Alabama, Georgia, North Carolina and Florida on the east 
of us, Arkansas, Oklahoma and Kansas on the north; Texas to the border line 
on the west and the Gulf of Mexico on the South, Louisiana must soon be alone 
in her disgrace if we do not drive this monster enemy from our soil. We were 
disappointed at the failure of our State legislature to pass a strict prohibition 
measure at its last session, but were exceedingly gratified at the splendid 
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strength and manly vigor of out forces. Nothing short of a genuine prohibition 
measure can ever satisfy the temperance people of Louisiana, but we consider 
the Gay-Shattuck law a decided gain in the interst of our cause. Its strict 
enforcement will do much good, putting many salbons out of business, and 
will prove a splendid maker of prohibition votes. The farcical attempt of the 
saloon element to avoid its provisions, and the terror it has brought into the 
enemies camps are signs of its prohibition tendency. 

Never in the history of Louisiana have we seen such gains by parishes for 
prohibition as we have witnessed within the last year. Caddo, containing the 
second largest city in the State, Vernon, Vermilion, East Carroll, Tangipahoa, 
Calcasieu, St. Landry and Acadia have all passed into the dry column. Were it 
not for the undemocratic and unjust interference of the parish police juries, 
but few of the country parishes would remain in the wet territory. About 75 per 
cent of the geographical territory of the State is already under prohibition regu- 
lation. The consideration of state-wide prohibition, without any exception, is the 
people’s demand, and will be their achievement. 

With all our splendid victories and flattering prospects, we cannot re- 
frain from urging our people not to sleep at their posts. The enemy is 
terrified, he sees his doom staring him in the face, and he is preparing for 

his last frantic struggle. He will fight no longer in the open; he is fighting 

for his very existence, and he is no weakling. Our forces must be vigilant, 
we must grant no quarter, we must accept no compromise, we must fight to 

the last ditch. Not until the enemy has folded his tent, or been wrapped 

in his shroud, can we afford to “rest a while.” 

And the Methodist people and the Methodist ministry are looked to as 
the leaders in this greatest of moral conflicts. The enemy dreads no forces 
as he does the “people called Methodists,” whom they miscall “fanatics.” 
With other moral forces allied with us, with skillful leadership, unabated en- 
thusiasm, and unconquerable courage, we urge our people to the battle, and 
in the name of our Lord and his Church, our homes and families, our State 
and her future welfare, let us not cease the struggle until complete victory 
and glorious triumph is fully come. 

Your Committee recognizes in the Womans’ Christian Temperance Union, 
and in the Anti-Saloon League of America mighty forces that have achieved 
remarkable victories all over the Union and in our beloved State, and we 
request our people to co-operate with them, and, wherever practicable, to 
follow their lead. 

We demand the strict enforcement of the Gay-Shattuck law, and tue law 
forbiding the sale of liquor on trains, and urge our people to assist the 
officers in every possible way in the performance of their duties. 

Wherever possible, let our people co-opeTate with the Christians and 
Temperance workers of other denominations in every movement that will in 
any way cor tribute to the overthrow of the liquor evil. 

We urge the ministry to preach, distribute literature, instruct the people, 
organize the forces, and in every possible way wisely and energetically work 
to hasten the end of the operation of saloons, and all traffiic in liquors. 

We respectfully call attention of the State Superintendent of Public Edu- 
cation to the law requiring temperance instructions in the lower grades of the 
public schools, and earnestly urge that he demand of the parish superintend- 
ents a faithful adherence to its requriements.

At a time when all civilized nations are awakening to the importance of a 
day of rest to relieve the tension of mind and strain of body in this age of intensive 
application, as a work of humanity and to promote the longevity of the laborer, 
and when State and National Legislatures are, as a means of sound national poli- 
cy, passing laws to enforce Sabbath observance, it becomes us as a representative 
body of Christian ministers and laymen, to place ourselves on record as in full 
sympathy with all practical movements to secure to our people all necessary pro- 
tection from enforced Sabbath labor, and at the same time by precept and exam- 
ple, to promote among our people a healthy sentiment upon the subject; there- 
fore, be it Resolved, 

First — That we urge our people to avoid all unnecessary work or traveling 
to and from places for business purposes on the Sabbath day. 

Second — That especially in our example before the public as ministers ot 
the Gospel, we pledge ourselves to avoid as far as possible the using of the 
Sunday trains to get to and from places of preaching. 

Third- — That for the purpose of maintaining the integrity of the American 
Sabbath we will at least once a year preach a sermon on Sabbath observance. 

Fourth — That we endorse the work of the Sunday League of America, and 
pledge to it and its Secretary, Rev. Edward Thompson, and to all other legeti- 
mate organizations and agencies our good will and hearty co-operation in order 
that laws of Sunday observance already existing upon our statute books may be 
enforced, as well as that needed laws may be enacted for the suppression of all 
forms cf Sabbath desecration and th maintenance of the priceless privileges and

O. MEMOIRS. 

MRS. HOPE FOSTER JOHNS. 

Mrs. Hope Foster Johns was born in San Augustine County, Texas, the 
daughter of Dr. D. W. Foster and Melissa Spurlock, March 14, 1865; was mar- 
ried to Rev. H. S. Johns, of the Louisiana Conference, July 31, 1888; died in 
Ida, La., Jan. 23, 1908. 

Three children were born, two of whom survive, Foster and Roy, Robert 
Pharr, an infant of six months, having died a year and four months before his 
mother. 

Sister Johns was a true itinerant in the sense that she was content to go 
anywhere, and suffer the usual vicisitudes of the preacher’s wife. Loving, 
gentle and patient, she was the very embodiment of meekness, and was always 
willing to lay herself out for the advancement of the Master’s kingdom. 

Her ambition was her church and her children. For these she toiled inces- 
santly, and set the high example of a pure and spotless life. Wherever she 
lived she numbered her friends by the score, having won them by patient and 
painstaking work. Her chief work was usually in the Sabbath School, where 
with a class of small children, by stories and illustrations of the lesson, her 
sweet life was impressed in molding the character of those committed to her

AN ACT OF INCORPORATION. 



An Act to Incorporate the Louisiana Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 

Church, South. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the State of Louisiana in General Assembly convened, That John C. Keener, H. 
N. McTyeire, J. Sanders, R. Randle, J. B. W T alker, S. J. Davies, L. Parker, Philo 
M. Goodwyn and L. A. Reed, and their associates and successors, such as the 
Louisiana Conference may from time to time see proper to appoint, be and their 
are hereby created a body politic and corporate under the name and style of the 
“Louisiana Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South,” and 
by which name the said corporation shall have succession, and be' capable of 
suing and being sued, entering into contracts, receiving and holding property for 
educational purposes, and such charitable purposes as may, from time to time, 
be specified by the said Conference at its annual session, either by donation or 
purchase. , 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, etc.. That the* domicile of said corporation 
shall be located in the city of New Orleans, and the affairs thereof shall be 
managed 'by nine trustees, to be appointed by the Louisiana Annual Conference, 
one of whom shall be elected President. The President and four trustees shall 
form a quorum, and shall have power to appoint all other officers necessary for 
conducting its affairs, and make and adopt such rules, by-laws and regulations 
as they may deem proper for the management of said corporatmn, provided that 
the same be in conformity with the laws and regulations of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, South, and not repugnant to the laws of the State.
